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7 Don B. Ecynolds, Silver Cprinc, Maryland icEurance 
arent, was interviewed in tho office of his attornoy, 

Jaces F. Fitzgerald, Boon 300, Citizens Building and Loan 
Association Euilding, Silver Cprinc, Maryland, on January 24, 
1C-64. He acknowledged knowing the FBI was desirous of 
contacting bin on the previous day, but stated ho dcsirod to 
contact the FBI in tho presence of his attorney.

At this point, Fitzgerald requested Ecynolds to 
accompany bin from the room, and they apparently confcrrod for 
about fivo Dinutes. Upon returning to tho room, Eeynold3 
stated ho would nalto availablo all tho infornation in his 
possession concerning this oattor. 

i, Eoynold3 prefaced his consents with tho statement 

that h© has boon a long tiso friond and associate of 
Robert G. Baker, forcer Secretary for tho Majority, Uni.cd 
States Senate. Eo said on January 20, 1961, on tho occasion 

i of tho Inauguration of President Kennedy, ho, Ecynolds, spent 
the majority of the day in Baker’s office or in tao Capitol 

- Eotunda. Eo stated thoro vero cany pcoplo presen. in Baker a 
offico during tho day, including his wife. Key coles said 
that during a discussion with Baker on that date, 
stated while referring to tho swearing in of Kennedy, words 
to the effect that tho e.o.b. Is being sworn in but to will 
never live his term out. Ee will die a violent death.

Rcynoldo Gald D:t!:cr told him lie tns v/cll acquainted with the 
history of Presidents who v/cro olcctod in yonva ending with 
tho number 0, and that historically Kennedy vaa a doomed man. 
Reynolds stated no tioro was said about Bakor'c apparent 
didlko of President Kennedy until after tho Baker affair 
broke dnd boctuao knowlodgoablo to top people in tho govern- 
jaont. 



Reynolds said that cor.otlno lemodiatoly preceding 
the trip to Tcr.os by President Kennedy, possibly in Cctobor,

Tho courco otntcd to 
Reynolds that Kennedy made tho docisioa hlncolf to go to 
Texas and try to cement tho split which wna affecting tho 
efforts of tho Democratic Party in Texas. 

Roynolda enid that Ralph mil, President of Capitol 
Vending Company and tho person responsible for instituting 
civil suit against Baker in District of Columbia Court, told

vjr. iody regarding tbo ncec sity for keeping Texas in bio 
-olitical campaign. Key n •> L f. said Iiill gnvo him no lnforma- 
ti:*a as to why he wa3 havi.i*. Connally follov/od or anything 
eiight Lave learned from this, but assumed it won part of 
iill'e efforts to keep track of tho activities of Baker. Ke 
maid it is his own knowledge that Baker and Connally wero 
close personal friends. Reynolds said ho told Raker to 
watch himsolf that Connally \v:u* boing tailod and Cakor told 
him not to worry about it.

Reynolds stated ho has not discussed hlo opinions 
nnd comploto fcoliDgs concerning tho assassination of 
President Kennedy with anyone, lie stated ho has discussed 
cone of his thoughts and observations with Donator John 
Villiams, Delaware, and ho my liavo discussed "facets" of 
the ciattcr with othor Individuals, lie denied having told 
anyone that President Johnson was going to be • impeached, 
lie stated that ho might have* raid 100 years ago wo had a 
President Johnson who missed impcaclincnt by one voto. 

He stated after tho assassination he vzn contacted by a 
u’anhingtoa news reporter naned Stern nnd thoy discussod tho 

‘assassination at which time Reynolds expressed tho hopo 
that nothing v/ould happen to Oswald. Ho statod he 
recalled tho assassination of Abraham Lincoln and tho 
subsequent killing of hio c.'icassln and expressed tho desire 
end hope that the authorities would protect Oswald from any 
pinilar fate. 1 Reynolds stated ho has no knoulodgo whatsoever 
of tho whcrcabouta of Oswald prior to tho assassination of 
tho President or of his activities during this period. 

* Rcynoldo stated to the bosi of his rocolloctloa 

nnd knowledge ho has never nado tho ntntcaont to anynno 
that the FDI has information, evidoncc or data in Its 
possession which would prove Lyndon U. Johnson v/aa 
implicated in tho assassination of the President. 
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IThcn asked if lie Lad over stated that tho FDI 
had additional inforr-ation rogardlng the assassination of 
President Kennody and vhothor or not Reynolds had cado a 
statement to this effect Reynolds statod ho may have said 
something foolish to this offoct on tho tolophono whon he

^ lir. Fitzgerald stated ho had speculated in his 

own nind aftor hooring that tho results of the FDI investigation 
had been turned ovor to tho Special Comittco that the 
FBI had not finished its investigation. He, Fitzgerald, 
had speculatod that tho FDI had additional facts regarding 
tho assacsinat ion of Prosidont Kennedy. 

Reynolds said ho had no knov/lodgo that Clint 
LIurchison, Jr., vac in any w*y connected with tho 
assassination but stafcod that in his nind Kurchison stbod 
to gain personally with the lcs3 of Presidont Konnody. 

No c::plnincd this by statin;; i.urckison would cvontrually 
ho connected publicly with the Dakar scandal because of 
his closo association with Piker. 

Reynolds was acain asked if ho had any facts to 
i;v.pport hie observations and opinions, previously furnished, 
concerning tho death of President Kennedy. Ho stated 
that he did not and that hie opinions wore based on 
inferences which ho drew fron couvorsation 3 with Baker and 
hearsay. Reynolds ctatod ho had nothing further to add 
concerning tho assassination.

Ho said on January 29, 1901, on tho occasion 
of tho Inauguration of President Kennedy, bo, Roynolds, spent 
tho majority of tho day in Eakcr’3 office or in tho Capitol 
Rotunda* K® stated there were many people present in Baker's 
office during tho day, Including his wifo. Reynolds said 
that during a discussion with Baker on that dato, Baker 
stated while referring to the swearing in of Konnedy, words 
to tho effect that tho e.o.b. is bolcg sworn in but ho will 
never live his tern out. He will dlo a violent death.
